over the last year's bill. I did not join 
in that approval aud concurrence. I be- 
lieve the law appropriates too much 
money, granting every object it provides 
for worthy of aid, aud iu my opinion it 
provides for improvements that have no 
claims upon the treasury of the general 
government; but the law for the present 
year is far less objectionable in this re- 
spect than the last year's law.

On. the 5th of August, Hon. Frank 


Hiscock, of New York, delivered a speech 
in the House of Bepreseiitatives ou ap- 
propriations. He explained why the ap- 
propriations were so much larger this 
year than last. He said:

ME. OHAIBMAN: The bill which wo aro 


now considering carries, in the aggregate, 
§25,539,358. It'is the last of tho appropri- 
ation bills. The aggregate of all the ap- 
propriations which have been mado by 
this Congress for the fiscal year com- 
mencing July 1,1882, including the bill 
now under consideration,' amounts to 
8205,923,005.09. 
The aggregate of tho 


appropriations for the fiscal year is about 
$'219,307,983,38. It will be seen by this 
statement, Mr. Chairman, that this Con- 
gress has increased the appropriations 
over the amount appropriated for tho last 
fiscal year in the aggregate S46,555,03r.71. 
In this excess of appropriations for tho 


current year of $40,555,081.71 is included 
87,302,585 of excess in the river and har- 
bor bill over the appropriations for the 
last fiscal year. It is not my purpose, sir, 
to enter into an examination of the mer- 
its of that bill.

"Do you see anvthing peculiar about 


that? No? Well" I consider that the 
most valuable specimen iu my whole 
collection, for it shows conclusively to 
me the descent of man from animals of 
tho monkey family. I prize it very 
highly and keep it under lock and key 
all tjio time." 


Professor Edward D. Cope, the well- 


known geologist and paleontologist of 
this city, held between his right thumb 
and forefinger, as he spoko, a part of a 
diminutive skull not larger than the 
skull of a small ground squirrel. 


"Itcamo from the valley of the Big 


Horn River, in Wyoming Territory," ho 
continued, "and is tho upper part of the 
skull of a species of the marmoset mon- 
key. It was found in the lowest eocene 
layer of tho tertiary formation, and as 
for its ago, I can hardly say. 
The years, 


however, run back so far that people 
who think this a new country would be 
considerably surprised if they know the 
figures. F.rorn what I have discovered 
iu tho Big Horn Valley, iu tho bad lands 
of New Moiico, in Colorado, Arizona, 
Texas, Kansas, Nebraska and several 
o'uher States, I am lod to believe that tho 
West was' a more wonderful country 
hundreds of years before the birth of 
Colnuibus than it is now. Think of the 
rhinoceros wallowing in tho Missouri 
Kiver .and of tho elephant stalking over 
the plains of Nebraska. Imagine mon- 
keys chattering in tho tree-tops of tho 
Wind Kiver country and hundreds of 
strange animals swarming over the whole 
land. 
"The bones of tho two sea serpents 


found near Marboro, New Jersey, a few 
days ago, a description of which I have 
sent for, shows that those hideous crea- 
tures were at one time numerous along 
the coast, I suppose that the new skel- 
etons found aro similar to tho Now Jer- 
sey serpent skeleton I have iu a corner 
of my stiidy. 


"This skull," said Professor Cope, re- 


turning to tho object which ho was hold- 
ing in his fingers ; "this skull is remark- 
ably similar, in miniature, of course, to 
tho human; skull. Tho brain space is 
remarkably large, and is, iu fact, several 
times larger than tho brain space of any 
of the skeletons of animals of the same 
period of time. Tho characteristics of 
the formation of tho human skull are 
clearly defined, so clearly as to be re- 
markable. 
The teoth are almost the 


same as human teeth, while the jaw has 
many strong points of similarity. 
I 


consider this skull as the earliest indica- 
tion of tho existence of man. It is a now 
species of a familiar class, and lias hith- 
erto been unknown to scientists. Tho 
connection between man and this ani- 
mal, it secma to me, must have been 
very close, although, of course, nine men 
out of every ten would raise a dispute. 
No animal at that time, except this pecul- 
iar species, had a head Jike that of a 
human being, arid tho brain space, con- 


•i:<ted with tho brain spriv of other 


- mals, or even of the monkeys of to- 
..y, shows a vast superiority of intelli- 


gence. But come up stairs and look at a 
newly-found 
skeleton of 
a different 


kind." 


Tho Professor led tho way through a 


door into the next house, 2102 Pine 
street. Tho hallway was half filled with 
boxes of bones and skeletons of animals 
of bygone days, while in roonis on either 
side the open doors disclosed rows upon 
rows of boxes, small and large, piled 
against the wall in apparent disorder. It 
was a house full of bones. 
Grinning 


skeletons meet tho visitor at every turn, 
while if ho were to carelessly lean against 
a pile of boxes tho chances aro that ho 
would have found, a "preserved snake 
hanging, to his clothes ' when ho moved 
away. Passing through the room where 
tho rhinoceros and.elephantskullsloomed 
up ghastly and grim in the uncertain 
light of a curtained window, tho Profes- 
sor led tho way to the third floor, on 
which was situated his study, a place 
filled to overflowing with books, papers, 
statues, skeletons and bones. From 
there he went • to ..the work room, where 
two or three men were busily engaged in 
chipping and digging off the rook encas- 
ing a number of -newly arrived fossils. 


A curipuslyjsii'apcd skull rested on one 


of the.-tables? -A solid bone, about 
eighteen incbos".in length, and varying 
from an inch and a half to six inches in 
thickness, projected from Justin front of 
the noseT'boiies, the eye-sockots being in 
turn a short distance, behind them. This 
formidable-looking bond' was nearly flat 
on the under side, but ran -to a -sharp 
edge on tho top, thus giving the animal 
—a low species -of; the crocodile tribe—a 
terrible wetipon for attack and a strong, 
sharp plow,for- seeking food in the bottom 
of a riyer. In tho ordinary crocodile 
the nose is at tho extreme end of the 
projecting snout, but in this animal,

cyeawere close ; together. Tho animal 
Was p.bout twenty feet in length, and 
was covered with impenetrable plates o] 
bone or hardened scales. 
Tho jaws 


opened.under'the eyes and were armed 
with teeth capable of doing terrible or- 
ecution. 


Another newly discovered and equallj 


curious skeleton is .that of an ' animal 
that had the body of a dog, and tho five- 
toed foot of an elephant, teeth like o 
peccary, and a long tail. It was not re- 
lated to tho dog family, however, bul 
rather to the tapir tribe, of which it is 
an ' entirely new series, no similar speci- 
men having ever before been 'found. 
Large and small skeletons wore found 
imbedded in 'the sandstone rock of the 
Big Horn Valley. 


Professor Cope has in his employ o 


number of men who do nothing but hunt 
for tho bones of ancient animals of the 
West, and two or three times a year he 
heads an expedition in person 
foi 


the search of fossil remains. 
His last 


expedition was to tho bad lands of New 
Mexico, where he' mado several valuable 
discoveries, among' them being a new 
species of the three-toed horse. 
It was 


while on this trip that ho narrowly 
escaped the horrors of an outbreak o) 
tho Apache Indians.

Tn.lleyra.iul was tlie only Bishop, pos- 


Bossiog u bent-lice in France who took 
the new oath required by tho State. 
Mhtib'cuu iT.rly descried the ttdent of this 
extraordinary imui, "who dressed like a 
ooxsomb, thought like a deist, 
and 


preauhud like a snint." Perceiving the 
widerangii of his nl>ilitities, he diatin- 
guiah.ed him as one of the most power- 
ful nncl versatile of the men of genius 
who then abounded in Europe. Through 
everything Talleyrand preserved ascmff- 
froid 
which was inimitable. It was 


seen alike in small matters as iu great. 
Ono day, as lie was mounting tho steps 
of his carriage, ho spoke to an inividual 
whom ho had hitherto pretended not to 
recognize, but whom ho knew very well. 
This person he hart, seen for days near 
his 
door. 
"And who are yon, my 


friend?" "I am your coach maker, ray 
lord." "Ah, you are ray eonuhmaker ; 
and]what do you want, my coachmaker?" 
"I want to bo paid, my lord." "Ah, 
you are my coachmaker, and you want 
to be paid ; you shall be paid, my coach- 
maker." "And when, my lord ?" "You 
are very inquisitive," said tho bishop, 
as he Bottled himself in the now car- 
riage which ho had not paid for. 


Many were the scones which took 


place between him and Nnpoleon. On 
one occasion, Napoleon having said that 
if ho thought his own death likely, ho 
would take care that his Yice-Orand 
Elector should not survive him, Talley- 
rand quietly replied that he did not de- 
sire that reason for hoping that his 
Majesty's life might long bo preserved. 
Another scene has been thus described 
by M. Mole: "At the end of tho Coun- 
cil of State, which took place just be- 
fore the Emperor started for tho cam- 
paign of 1814, he burst out into some 
violent exclamations of his being sur- 
rounded by treachery and traitors, and 
then, turning to M. do Talleyrand, he 
abused him for ten minutes in tho most 
violent and outrageous manner, Talley- 
rand was standing by tho fire all this 
time, guarding himself from the hoat of 
the flames with his hat; he never moved 
a limb or a feature ; any ono who had 
seen him would have thought ho was tho 
last man in the room to whom tho Em- 
peror could bo speaking ; and finally, 
when Napoleon, slamming tho door 
violently, departed, Talleyrand quietly 
took tho arm of M. Mollim:, and limped 
with apparent unconsciousness down 
stairs. But on getting home lie wrote 
a dignified letter to the Emperor, say- 
ing that if he retained liis present dig- 
nity, ho should' b"o by right ono of the 
regency ; and that, as he could not think 
of holding snch a charge after 
the 


opinion His Majesty had expressed oi 
him, ho begged to resign his post, and 
bo allowed to retire into the country. 
IIo was informed, • however;, that his 
resignation would- not bo accepted, and 
that he might stay where he was." It 
is reported that Fouche and Talleyrand 
actually came to blows in tho very closet 
of tho Emperor upon the subject of the 
misapplication of the secret funds,' oi 
which they mutually -accused each other, 
After listening to their accusations anc 
justifications on both Bides, Napoleon 
turned them 
out of the ronrn, say- 


ing, " Qo along ; you aro both of yov 
rogues,"—fjondon Society.

tho -\vorld. . Tlie long squadrons of 
cavalry and horse artillery shining and 
shifting, tho 
dragoons, hussars 
and 


lancers, tlie beautiful horses and ac- 
coutrements, the capital' riders, the 
handsome faces, tho wonderful wagons 
rind guns, seem, even more theatrical 
than military. 
But the interior aspect 


of ono of these brilliant regiments ib 
quite a diUVreut thing. To see tho man 
carrying their coal, cleaning their bar- 
rack rooms and breakfasting on dry 
bread, is not suggestive oJ heroism or 
romance. 
It is distressing to soo a 


splendid life guardsman, in shining 
cuirass and plumed-helm, jack boots, 
loi'.g spurs and clanking svrord, carrying 
a basin of weak tea and a piece of bread, 
which he is about to consume, with the 
aid of a savelogy or a pennyworth of 
butter from the canteen, for his evening 
meal. Ho ought, according to his ap- 
pearance, to snp on a chine of beef and 
a flagon, of nut brown ale, as in days 
of yore, when n soldier was not such a 
mere regulated part of a machine, and 
was bettor paid in proportion to tho 
earnings of the community. There is 
ono word which affords a kind of magio 
key to the whole existence of tho soldiers 
of the British army. That word is re- 
gulations. 
Whether on nr off duty, 


whether on parade or in his barrack 
room, whether sick in hospital or taking 
his walks abroad, tlio soldier must be- 
have according to regulation. The guide 
to his daily course o'f life is to bo found 
in a red book entitled, "The Queen's 
Regulations and Orders for the Army." 
Kot only must a private soldier bo dressed 
and accoutred exactly according to rule 
whoa ho appears on parade, but even 
•when he walks out of barracks in pursuit 
of recreation. He may or may not have 
.a chilly habit of body, or be partial or 
:not to carrying a slender cane in his 
.hand; but tho wearing of a great coat or 
ithe carrying of a ccno will depend, not 
inpon his own notions, but upon tho re- 
igulations issued by his commanding 
! officer.

A Wonderful Horse. 


A certain horse in Sayrevillo for twenty
